Carroll) is capable of producing 
something outside of Hey Hey that 
can rate well.’’

‘Maybe later in the year,’’ Daryl 
Says. ‘‘There are lots of people who 
missed the first one and others who 
want to see it again. There’s a lot of 
hard work to do if we want to 
produce another one.’’
